KBI arrests Coffey County sheriff’s deputy

BURLINGTON - An investigation by agents from the Kansas Bureau of Investigation (KBI)
has led to the arrest of Matthew G. Vander Linden, a deputy of the Coffey County Sheriftf’s
Office.
